1. Begin your day at the Indiana State Fair at the Livestock Nursery! Here you can see dairy 

cows and newborn calves. Take a moment and learn more about dairy foods and cows.  

2. From there venture to the Glass Barn presented by Indiana Soybean Farmers. Explore the 

future of agriculture in Indiana and get a chance to Live Chat with a farmer. Live Chats occur 

daily at 11 AM, 2 PM, AND 4 PM.  

3. Make your way over to the Greenhouse, where the kiddos can learn about planting and make 

a Take-out garden to bring home. 

4. Start your afternoon in the Family Fun Park. This stop is packed with live shows, animals, and 

hands-on fun that everyone will enjoy, which includes the famed Little Hands on the Farm 

presented by CollegeChoice 529 Direct Savings Plan. New this year, be sure to check out the 

Children’s Stage and stop by the Indiana Bicentennial Train, which explores Indiana history 

through an interactive exhibit.
